Russians Seen 
Ready To Yield 
Concessions 


U.S. Officials Feel 
Soviet Wants Cold 
War Truce Strongly 


WASHINGTON US—United States 
officials believe Russia wants a 
cold war truce so strongly that it 
may be willing to pay a substantial 
price in concessions to the West. 
These authorities expect a period 
of hard bargaining, however, in 
which the western powers can 
achieve their aims only if they 
keep up their strength and insist 
on what they consider reasonable 
settlements of major EastrWest 
issues. 
Some leaders are reported to 
believe it is entirely possible that 
Russia will agree to the unification 
of Germany on terms desired by 
the Western Powers in about two 
years. Secretary of State Dulles 
is understood to hold this view. 
New estimates of Russia’s real 
interest in forthcoming East-West 
negotiations have been made here 
after last month’s summit confer­ 
ence at Geneva. 
As a result, the U.S. approach 
to further talks seems certain to 
be based on the idea that if the 
western nations are firm enough 
in their proposals and in their 
unity, the 
Russians 
will 
come 
around to acceptable agreements. 
Apparently it was thinking along 
this line which prompted the heavy 
emphasis that President Eisen­ 
hower gave in a speech Wednes 
day to the argument that the free 
nations must not accept the pre- 
aent division of the world. 
Vice President Nixon included 
the same points Thursday night in 
a speech which, like Eisenhower’s, 
was delivered before the American 
Bar Assn. in Philadelphia. 
Fundamental to the success of 
this approach to the Russians, 
officials said today, is the neces- 
*ity for the Western Powers parti­ 
cularly not to relax their military 
strength. 
A presidential report to Congress 
Thursday night on foreign aid ac­ 
tivities up to June 30 told of ac­ 
complishments in building up free 
world strength. 
As a result of foreign aid and of 
cooperative efforts of participating 
nations, the President said, the 
free world is now "better protect­ 
ed from external aggression or in­ 
ternal subversion than ever be­ 
fore.**

President Eisenhower Thursday 
made available up to 900 million 
dollars for loans to reconstruct, 
repair or replace defense indus­ 
tries. 
A preliminary estimate by the 
Army Engineers set damage at

Connecticut, New 
York, New Jersey and Pennsyl­ 
vania.

Sturgis, 
chief of engineers, made a person­ 
al reconnaissance of the stricken 
area.

To Pledge Himself To 
Propose Tax Cuts 


WASHINGTON US-^ecretary of 
the Treasury 
Humphrey, 
using 
wolds he has cherished ever since 
he took office 2 Mi years ago, now 
says the government "should and 
can” balance the budget this fiscal 
year. 
But he added at a news confer­ 
ence Thursday that it is "entirely 
too early” to pledge himself to 
recommending tax cuts when Con­ 
gress returns in January. 
The official summer budget re­ 
vision by the Treasury Department 
stopped $1,700,000,000 short of Hum­ 
phrey’s optimism about the budget 
outlook. The Treasury still predict­ 
ed a deficit of that amount by the 
end of fiscal year 1956, next June 
30. 
That was 700 million dollars low­ 
er than the figure President Eisen­ 
hower forecast in his budget mes­ 
sage to Congress last January. The 
cut was based on the following re­ 
vised estimates: 
1. Spending will total $63,800,000,- 
000 this fiscal year—<$1,400,000,000 
more than the January estimate, 
but 700 millions less than spending 
of 64^ billions in fiscal 1955, ended 
June 30. 
2. But the government's income 
will be swelled enough by the rap­ 
id economic 
expansion now in 
progress to more than overbalance 
the rise in the spending estimate. 
Receipts for the current fiscal year 
are now estimated at $62,IOO,OOO,* 
OOO—$2,100,000,000 above the esti­ 
mate made last January, 
and 
$1,800,000,000 higher than the fiscal 
tax yield of $60,300,000,000. 
3. The budget deficit is now esti- * 
mated at $1,700,000,000 for the fis- 
cal year, instead of the $2,400,000,- 
OOO forecast in January. The defi­ 
cit for fiscal 1955 was $4,200,- 
000,000. 
The new deficit would be the low­ 
est in five years, and would be 
only 3 per cent of total spending. 
Even so, there was every indi­ 
cation that the $1,700 000,000 red 
ink forecast was little more than 
official caution. The budget re­ 
view text said it was possible that 
"a balanced budget will be brought 
into sight as the year unfolds.” 
And Humphrey, obviously enjoy­ 
ing what he was saying, read the 
following statement, made jointly 
with Budget Director Rowland R. 
Hughes, to newsmen: 
"If there is ever a time when our 
budget should be balanced, it is 
now.

simply emphasizes the need for 
wisdom and restraint, in both pub­ 
lic and private affairs.

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Too Many Loose Ends 


As we’ve said before, any proposal that 
could mean keeping the buses rolling is welcome 
and worthy of consideration. 
But at present there are too many loose ends 
for a brass tacks discussion of the suggestion 
that a co-operative Jake over Valley Motor Tran­ 
sit Co. operations when service is discontinued 
Dec. 8 upon expiration of the present franchise.

Shadow Of A Doubt 


It was to have been expected that a touring 
U.S. senator would invite the top men of the 
Kremlin to visit the United States, which is 
what Louisiana Sen. Allen J. EUender did in 
Moscow the other day. 
Vice President Nixon, it was announced 
In Washington the same day, would take off on 
another good-will tour this winter—this time 
to Africa and the Near East. Meanwhile, it is 
being pointed out that the exchange visits of 
U.S. and U.S.S.R. farmers and agriculture offi­ 
cials this summer may be only the opening 
round of a broader program of back-and-forth 
visiting. 
This all fits into the roomy and vague Amer­ 
ican credo that if everybody would get better 
acquainted with everybody else there would 
be less friction and misunderstanding. It is a 
credo that has loomed so large in American 
thinking ever since the first projects in world­ 
wide goodwill building during the 19th century 
that it sometimes casts the shadow of a doubt. 
It is not necessarily true that to know Amer­ 
icans or anybody else better is to love them 
more. That is no more dependable as a rule of 
thumb than it is to assume that familiarity 
breeds contempt. Everything depends on the 
circumstances. 
One of the circumstances is the sincerity of 
the approach. Hie United States Is pressing so 
bard in its efforts to mak* the world love it 
to pieces that the omen of success would be 
more favorable if it would recover some of its 
dignity and reserve. The cold war isn’t a pop­ 
ularity contest. It is a battle for men’s minds. 


By Any Other Name It’s Still Snakeroot 


How many police forces does the 
government employ? I have not 
noticed this item in the Hoover re­ 
ports, although I should imagine 
when I have 
read them all, 
som e t h i n g 
will appear on 
the subject of 
duplic a t i v e 
p o I ice activi­ 
ties in the ex­ 
ecutive branch 
of the govern­ 
ment. One dif­ 
ficulty in any 
George Sokolsky a n a l y s i s 
these police activities is that they 
are not so described by law. Us­ 
ually they derive from the investi­ 
gative powers of various agencies 
which grow increasingly complex 
and competitive. 
For instance, the Post Office 
has, by law, a vast police author­ 
ity which has grown over the his­ 
tory of the republic. The present 
postmaster general is not respon­ 
sible for any of it, but he or any 
of his successors can be made ut­ 
terly ridiculous by an overzealous 
inspector who has to decide what 
is a moral and what is a fraud. 
Is Lysistrata immoral? 


ONE PROBLEM is for the Post 
Office to decide what medical ac­ 
tivities are virtuous and what are 
frauds. How can the Post Office 
decide that when the doctors dis­ 
agree? 
For instance, not so long ago we 
were all involved in some stuff 
called chlorophyll which is the 
green in grass and leaves. We were 
given chlorophyll in all sorts of 
things to do something or other for 
us. For a while, every drug store 
was covered with green advertise­ 
ments. These items were sold legit­ 
imately and perfectly ethical drug 
companies 
earned money from 
them. Today the stuff is strictly 
passe. Chlorophyll is out of fash­ 
ion. 
On the other hand, snakeroot, 
which the old medicine man sold 
from his wagon for a dollar a bot­ 
tle and cure guaranteed or money 
back, was, for years, regarded as 
a fake. The peddlers were moved 
along by the police. 
Today, when the heart begins to 
go ziggety-zaggety, the doctors pre­ 
scribe “Raudixin,” which is manu­ 
factured from the whole root of 
“ Rauwolfia serpentina,” in a word, 
snakeroot — the same as the old 
medicine man used to sell. 


Future Competition 


Caught Short 
While politicians are criticizing weathermen 
for not seeing the eastern floods coming, the 
politicians also were caught short. 
Although Harry Truman proposed a plan in 
1952 to set up government insurance for vic­ 
tims of flood disasters, nothing ever was done 
about it. Congress has given more attention to 
foreign aid than it has given to the problem 
of domestic aid in the wake of wind and water 
disasters. 
President Eisenhower apparently is going to 
T>e given permission by key Democrats to go 
beyond the letter of the law in using federal 
funds for disaster relief. But his program is 
indefinite. Some of the relief can be given out­ 
right with no strings attached, and some must 
be given in the form of loans, repayable at 
stiff rates of interest. 
An individual or a business enterprise in one 
of the affected states might be better off if 
the same misfortune had occurred in Italy, 
for instance, or Thailand, where U.S. 
aid 
would be forthcoming with no strings attached 
—no interest charged and no repayment ex­ 
pected. 
This same situation came to attention after 
the tornado disasters in Flint, Mich., and 
Worcester County, Mass., in 1953 when it was 
made known that the American Red Cross had 
attached strings to disaster funds. The public 
was not happy about the practice. - 
The popular assumption that disaster vic­ 
tims are given outright aid because that is 
the sole purpose of disaster funds is not justi­ 
fied. The federal government does not even 
have disaster funds available. 


SOME OLD REMEDIES are be­ 
coming popular with the medical 
profession as doctors know more 
about them. The Chinese knew 
about antibiotics centuries ago and 
so did the peasants of Europe but 
the doctors only recently discover­ 
ed that the mould on kvass is a 
remedy. 
Now, the Post Office, the Fed­ 
eral Ti-ade Commission, the Food 
and Drug Administration are em­ 
powered to read all advertisements 
and to use their great authorities 
to prevent fraud. 


THEY CAN PREVENT a tooth­ 
paste company from saying that 
some special stuff put into the 
toothpaste saves the teeth. But 
does any toothpaste save teeth? 
Some dentists say that no tooth­ 
paste will do that and they tell 
their patients to use plain table 
salt instead of toothpaste which 
contains abrasives. 
Yet no one proposes to stop all 
toothpaste advertising. By 
what 
rule of life or thumb do these 
agencies pursue their noble pur­ 
poses? 
For instance, 
my old friend, 
Bernarr Macfadden years ago got 
into trouble with the Post Office 
for advertising a cure for some­ 
thing or other. Macfadden’s de­ 
fense was that he advertised no 
cure. All he did was io advise folks 
how to keep well. 
Macfadden ought to know some­ 
thing about that because he start­ 
ed his manhood as a consumptive 
and has managed to live to his 
87th birthday, a powerful physical 
figure. He once gave me a friendly 
poke in the solar plexus, for fun, 
and I think I feel it yet. He has 
resisted medical aid and lives on 
vegetables and nuts which are a 
bore and may be the cause of his 
various matrimonial troubles. 


IF MACFADDEN sells his ex­ 
perience for money, is he more 
unethical than the physicians who 
prescribe powerful remedies be­ 
fore they were sure of their ef­ 
fects on the particular individual? 
This is not written in criticism 
of physicians, pharmacists or an­ 
tibiotics, except the multiplicity of 
policing by the federal govern­ 
ment, so that if a fellow wants to 
buy snakeroot as a cure, he can­ 
not do it until the doctors have 
rechristened it “Raudixin,” where­ 
upon it becomes kosher and no one 
goes to jail.

APPARENTLY, THERE is be­ 
lief in some labor circles, here as 
well as abroad, that there will 
be layoffs in aircraft and arma­ 
ment plants in a year or so. 
This being the era of “guaran­ 
teed” wages, round-the-year em­ 
ployment and the daily unveiling 
of special plans, you can expect 
labor leaders to begin developing 
formulas to ease the transition to 
disarmament — if, or when, it 
comes. 
There are between 750,000 and 
1,000,000 aircraft workers in this 
country who are largely dependent 
on huge government defense con­ 
tracts. If peace really breaks out 
and these orders are cut back, 
there will be heavy layoffs. 
So 
Walter 
Reuther’s 
United 
Auto Workers Union, which first 
came up with the heavily pub­ 
licized Guaranteed Annual Wage, 
now cemes up with a new plan 
and new initials. 


IT MAY MAKE as much noise 
as the GAW if the aircraft in­ 
dustry fights it. And it might, for 
the cost of the new CIO formula 
will run into scores of millions of 
dollars and perhaps set a costly 
pattern for the rest of the Ameri­ 
can defense industries.

Plan Plus Severance Pay, as de­ 
vised by Reuther’s technicians, 
would work this way; 


SUPPOSE AN AIRCRAFT plant 
has 7,000 workers. Its government 
military contracts are cancelled. 
It then must lay off a high per­ 
centage of its 7,000 men. Let’s 
assume that at least 5,000 of these 
may never be 
rehired 
at this 
plant. Reuther’s proposal 
is 
to 
have the company give them sev­ 
erance pay — at the rate of 40 
hours pay for every year they’ve 
worked there. 
Suppose some of these men have 
been employed for IO years in this 
particular plant. Under Reuther’s 
formula they would then be en 
titled to 400 hours pay — or about 
two and a half months’ worth of 
checks to help them while they’re 
seeking new work. 
It’s difficult to strike an aver 
age, but in this example the sev­ 
erance pay could be as much as 
$1,000 a man. 


MEANWHILE. T H E R E ARE 
some 2,000 men of the original 
7,000 who may be rehired by the 
plant if it gets a small govern­ 
ment order to keep it going as a 
reserve factory. Or the corpora­ 
tion might vary its business and 
go in for another type of produc­ 
tion. 
Hiese 2,000 men would then not 
get severance pay. They would get 
the type of guaranteed wage which 
was written into the Ford 
and 
General 
Motors 
contracts 
last 
June — and improved ifpon by 
the United Steelworkers 
in 
the 
Continental Can pact guarantee­ 
ing wages to employes 
for 
52 
weeks. 
This guaranteed wage is a com­ 
bination of private company pay­ 
ments and 
state 
unemployment 
insurance. 
If the Auto Union succeeds in 
its latest campaign for company 
payments 
to laid 
off 
workers, 
Reuther will make it the pattern 
for all aircraft plants under con­ 
tract with his union. From there 
the pattern can spread 
in 
one 
fashion or another to all parts of 
the vast multi-billion dollar de­ 
fense industry. 
Keep your eyes on this as you 
did on the Guaranteed Annual 
Wage battle.

Red tyranny to 
David Lawrence gain some day 
their liberation. 
The astonishing thing is not what 
the President said in his speech to 
the American Bar Association but 
the fact that he said anything at 
this time which so clearly delin­ 
eates American foreign policy in 
what might be called the post- 
Geneva mood of sweetness a n d 
light. 
It may be that Eisenhower, who 
lunched recently with Secretary 
Dulles, has become aware of the 
hardening of the Communist tac­ 
tics in preparation for the Foreign 
Ministers Conference at Geneva in 
October. It may be that the Presi­ 
dent is feeling the criticism which 
has been emerging from some 
quarters in this country and abroad 
about his fraternizations at Geneva 
last month. These may have been 
discouraging to the peoples in the 
satellite countries who fear that 
America may have abandoned her 
interest in their liberation. 


THE PRESIDENT says candidly 
that Soviet Russia on one side and 
the United States and her allies on 
the other each claim that peace is 
being sought. Each side, he adds, 
identifies itself with “a deepseat­ 
ed hunger of mankind but the final 
judgment on them—and it may be 
years in coming—will depend as 
much on the march of progress 
within their borders, and on their 
proved capacity to help others ad 
Vance, as on the tranquillity of 
their relations with foreign coun­ 
tries.” 
Here is a challenge to the So­ 
viets to give freedom to the peo­ 
ples within their own borders. The 
United States does not intend to 
abandon its moral position. 
The President says peace can be 
established “only if we stand'un­ 
compromisingly for principle.” He 
then proceeds to outline certain 
basic principles: 
“There can be no true peace 
which involves acceptance of a 
human beings on a gigantic scale 
and with constructive effort para­ 
lyzed in many areas by fear. 


“THE SPIRIT OF GENEVA, if 
it is to provide a healthy atmos­ 
phere for the pursuit of peace, if 
it is to be genuine and not spu­ 
rious, must inspire all to a cor 
rection of injustices, an observ­ 
ance of human rights and an end 
to subversion organized cm a world­ 
wide scale. . . 
“Geneva spells for America, not 
stagnation, then, but opportunity 
—opportunity for our own people 
and for people everywhere to real­ 
ize their just aspirations. 
“Eagerness to avoid war—if we 
think no deeper than this single 
desire—can produce outright or 
implicit agreement that injustices 
and wrongs of the present shall be 
perpetuated in the future. We must 
not participate in any such false 
agreement. Thereby, we would out­ 
rage our own conscience. In the 
eyes of those who suffer injustice, 
we would become partners with 


their oppressors. In the judgment 
of history, we would have sold out 
our freedom of men for the pot- 
tage of a false peace. Moreover, 
we would assure future conflict!” 


THESE ARE STRONG and cou­ 
rageous words and, since they are 
said by the man who as President 
of the United States commands to­ 
day world-wide respect and atten­ 
tion, the Voice of America broad­ 
cast the speech around the globe. 
It can be of transcendent impor­ 
tance behind the iron curtain as 
well as in the so-called “neutralist 
countries.” I n d e e d Eisenhower 
made a special point in his ad­ 
dress of the important part which 
countries with newly won inde­ 
pendence can play in assuring 
freedom in the world. Too often the 
leaders of those countries belie 
their own professions of morality 
by seeming to take a neutral stand 
as between gangsterism and im­ 


morality, on the one hand, and 
freedom and human liberty, on the 
other. 


NO MORE ELOQUENT words 
have been spoken since World War 
II ended by any man in public life 
in the various countries of the 
world than those uttered by Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower when he conclud­ 
ed his speech to the American Bar 
Association about the global situa­ 
tion. as he said: 
“We must be firm but friendly. 
We must be tolerant but not com­ 
placent. We must be quick to un­ 
derstand another’s viewpoint, hon­ 
estly assumed. But we must never 
agree to injustice for the weak, 
for the unfortunate, for the under­ 
privileged, well knowing that if we 
accept destruction of the principle 
of justice for all, we cannot longer 
claim justice for ourselves as a 
matter of right.”

barely foiled by 
Scotland 
Yard.

The Public Health Service re­ 
ported Thursday 11,862 polio cases 
since the “disease year” began 
April I. This compared with 13,346 
cases a year ago. Mass inoculation 
began shortly after April I. 
But Scheele stressed that any 
real evaluation must await scienti­ 
fic analysis of data that won’t be 
available until this fall “ at the 
earliest.” 
About 6A4 million children al­ 
ready have received shots of the 
Salk vaccine. 
Meanwhile, 
state o f f i c i a l s 
reported preliminary steps toward 
taking advantage of a new law 
providing 30 million dollars 
in 
federal funds 
for state-adminis­ 
tered free vaccine programs. 
No state as yet has submitted 
its plans for approval by the health 
service, but federal officials said 
they expect action within a few 
weeks. The funds are available 
only until next February — when 
Congress may continue the aid or 
chop it off. 
Under the law, states will decide 
which children get the free vac­ 
cine. Some states are planning to 
supplement federal funds to pro­ 
vide free injections for all children, 
or at least for more children than 
could be supplied through federal 
appropriations alone. 
The 
federal 
sum 
Is 
roughly 
enough to vaccinate about 25 per 
cent of the children. Each state’s 
share will vary from this percen­ 
tage, depending on its per capita 
income. 
When this program gets started, 
states may distribute the free vac­ 
cine through either public agencies 
or private channels. 
Two other vaccine programs al­ 
ready are under way. 
In one of these, the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
is furnishing free shots to first 
and second-grade schoolchildren. 
Under the other, which has han­ 
dled relatively small amounts so 
far, vaccine is distributed to the 
states from commercial manufac­ 
turers under quotas set up bjr th® 
federal government. Some states 
are paying for this vaccine and giv­ 
ing it free to children, although 
much of this m aterial probably will 
go through normal business chan­ 
nels to commercial drug outlets 
and private physicians.

A Pair Of Diplomatic Chefs 
Ike And Nixon Get A Lot 
Of Mileage Out Of Talks 


By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON IPI — President 
Eisenhower and Vice President 
Nixon teamed up this week like 
a pair (rf diplomatic chefs: they 
fried a lot of fish with their 
speeches before the American Bar 
Assn. 
They left the Russians with np 
doubt — because the main theme 
of both speeches was identical — 
that this was a deliberate strategy 
agreed upon beforehand by the 
Eisenhower administration. 
This was the main theme: In 
the upcoming negotiations between 
the United States and Russia, Mos­ 
cow must prove its current friend­ 
liness by making concessions in 
the very fields where the Russians 
have declined to make them. 
Eisenhower and Nixon called 
upon Russia to let Germany be 
unified, free the satellites, and end 
subversion in the non-Communist 
countries. 
But the speeches served other 
purposes besides trying to put the 
Russians on the defensive before 
world opinion. 
West German Chancellor Kon­ 
rad Adenauer goes to Moscow Sept. 
9 and will ask the Russians to let 
East Germany be united with the 
Western part. Die Eisenhower- 
Nixon speeches give him moral 
support even though by themselves 
they can’t get him what he wants. 
At the same time they prepare 
people in this country against a 
disillusioning letdown if the nego­ 
tiations with Russia make no prog­ 
ress and the only result is to leave 
East and West where they are 
now: talking peace, yielding noth­ 
ing. 
The United Nations subcommit­ 
tee on disarmament, including the 
United States and Russia, meets 
in New York Aug. 29. Next Oct.
